Promptly at the appointed hour on 
Saturday, Judge Shackelford mounted 
the rostrum at Wincheeter to answer the 

recent speech of his opponent. Judge J. 
M. Benton, made at that place. He was 
introduced by Squire Conkriirht. The 
bouse was crowded to suffocation and 
round after round of applause greeted 
the speaker as he appeared on the ros- 
trum. Poe.x>ver two hours he held the 
audience and delivered sledge hammer 
blows at bis antagonist. Judge Shack- 
elford said in part: 

"This is the first timefn mv life I ever 
undertook to make a speech for myself 
and I am somewhat embarrassed as to 
how lo proceed. 

"I was born, raised and have lived all 
of my life in Uiohmond. I was educat- 
ed at Central University, taking the 
Bachelor of Arts degree from that insti- 
tution in 1887 at the age of 17 yeara. 
Takinfr a post-grad uati» course, I receiv- 
ed the degree of Master of Arts the next 
year. From that day to this I have 
made my own way. I taui;ln school for 
two years, one of which w;is in the uni- 
versity iinil studied law, taking a short 
course in at the University of Vir- 

ginia, under the celebrated John B. 
Minor. I was admitted to the bar in 
January. 1881, and have practiced my 
profession in the courtsot Madison coun- 
ty continuously up to tbe time I was 
elected County Judge. 

"My honorable opponent in a message 
to the people of Clark county,' which he 
delivered here May 24, was disposed to 
speak with much con'em[)t of my activ- 
ities as a practitioner. I am sorry my 
methods have not won his ap- 
proval. I never heard any complaint 
from Judge Morton or Jndge Soott, bat 
then I never had tbe inexcusable effront 
ery to declare myself a candidate for 
Circuit Judge while those gentleman 
were on the bench. 

How He Pradieed Law. 

"I say frankly that I did not pmetice 
law to suit oar present Circuit Judge, 
but to please and care for the business 
of my clients. I always fell that my 
services were worth more to my clients 
to keep them out of trouble than to get 
them out of trouble. A large part of 
my practice was ofBoe practice and 
never criminal practice if I could help it. 
Record as County Judge. 

"I have been County Judge of Madison 
county since January, 1910. and I believe 
tbe people of -that county will attest that 
I have given tbem good service, anyhow 
they retmminated me by 911 majority 
over one of oar 'bast and most popular 
citizens and my personal friend, who 
never once during the whole campaign 
bit me or himself either, for that matter. 

"The first thing I did was to elimin- 
ate politics from the fiscal affairs of the 
county and during my administration 
the County Judge's office has been a 
business office and not a political ma^ 
chine. As a result, about $95,000.00 of 
Madison county debta have been paid 
and the tax rate reduced 8 cents on the 
$100.00. 

Pledges Himself to Be Judge. 

"Tbe County Judge of Mad<son coun- 
ty don't know whether a man is big or 
little, rich or poor, black or white. Dem- 
ocrat or Republican, and I give you my 
solemn assurance that if you elect me 
your Circit Judge, I will be your Circnit 
Judge. 

"I know, from tbe experience I have 
had at tbe bar and on the benoli. tliat I 
am qualified to discharge tbe duties of 
this office, notwithstanding my honora- 
ble opponent told you that I was an in 
competent ignoramus. I am not such 
an ignoramus as to beleive or say that I 
am tbe only man in the district who is 
competent to preside over your Circuit 
Court and I don't believe that Judge 
Scott believed it or said it, although 
Judge Benton stated that Judge Scott 
willed bim this office and five machine 
politicians in Frankfort unanimously 
agreed that he was ihe only man who 
had done enough for their crowd to re- 
oeive the appointment. There will be 
no strings tied to me for politicians or 
corporations or personal friends or good 
clever bootleggers, who always have 
some river fish in tbe skillet, to pulL 

"I will be yonr Circuit Jndge, and 
NOBODY ELSE. I will have no part 
ners or pets, nor deputies. I will owe 
no debts which have lo be paid from the 
bench. There is not now nor ever will 
be anybody I am afraid of, and no obli- 
gations which cannot be, disohargad In 
my personal capacity. 

"I will b« the OIBCUIT JUOGB. I 
am running for Circuit Judge, gentle- 
men. I am not a candidate for Com- 
monwealth's Attorney. You have here- 
tofore chosen and will choose again a 
most e.tcellenl gentleman to attend lo 
the duties of that oHice. I don't want 
to be foreman of the grand jury or coun- 
ty detective or Circuit Clerk or jailer or 
keeper of the County Infirmary, and I 
am not running anybody for any of those 
plaees. I don't want to be and won't be 
attorney for any litigant having business 
in my court. I never expect to sit on a 
petit jury nor poll a jury lo find out if 
anybody on ii is going lu vo'.e for me. 

"I just want to be Circuit Judge, gen 
tiemeo, but I don't want anybody lo 
vote for me with the expectation that I 
am going to pay o<I any political obliga- 
titms with jndicial favors.

TEUTONS MEET 
HEAVY LOSSES 

Russians Capture Several Po- 
sitioDS and Advance. 



ITALIAN FORGES ARE ACTIVE 



Coast of Dalmatia Raided by Naval 
Division— ArUilery Duele With Aua- 
trfauw— Inhabttanta of Trieate Flea 
Prom^lty and Troopa Withdraw. 

London, June 7. — ^The Roaaian 
troopa are Twriatlng deaperately the 
AuBtr»43«nnan armlea which are Inov- 
Ing throngh Galicila In two dlrectto&a 
toward Lionberg, the laat Rosalaa 
baae la the provinoe. 

Thoagh tbB olBetal atataoienta Uh 
aned In Berlin and Petrograd dJaagraf^ 
Ixtth give indicathma of hard atrug- 
glea which give promlae that the final 
settlement of tbe lasne will ba de- 
layed aeveral days at leaat. 

A further advance by the Roaalana 
la Indicated by the announcement that 
they have ret^dten the THiage of 
Starzawa, on the left bank of the 
Wicznia, whldi the Tentonic forcea 
captured soon after the evacuation of 
PrsemysL Petrograd does not assume 
to beUeve that anything like a defi- 
nite check baa been administered to 
General Ton Mackenaen for tbe offi- 
cial statement adds that the "Oer^ 
mana atill maintain a hold on the 
neighboring heights." 

From Petrograd comes the aa- 
n onn cement that Teutonic attacka 
on Roaaian positions near the village 
of 'Kmklsnlce, eight miles south of 
Mosclska, have been repulsed with 
heavy losses to the Teutons. The 
further announcement is made that 
the Russians have captured several 
German trenches on the right bank of 
the San between the Lubaczowka and 
Sklor rivers In the neighborhood of 
Korzenica. 

While the military operations on 
the entire front of the Treutino fron- 
tiers are limited to artillery duels, the 
Italians are making progress at every 
point, according to a report from Gen- 
eral Cadoma, the chief of the gen- 
eral staff. The report saya the Ital- 
ian artillery is vastly aapettor to that 
of the Austrians. 

The first official Information of the 
movements of tbe Italian fleet since 
the opening of hostilities was given 
out when the ministry of marines told 
of a raid by a naval division on the 
coast of Dalmatia. Lightbooaea were 
bombarded and destroyed aqd aerions 
damage waa eaiued to the railway 
ttma R ag naa to Oattaro^ whfdk haa 
been anndylng monttlona. to the Aim. 
trian garrtam-ln the Iatt«r pcwt. bo- 
sieged for tea montha by the Mon- 
tenegrlna. 

Reliable adTleea tkom Trieate say 
that the population of that dty, whfadt 
la normally about 260,000. Indndlng 
about 180.000 ItaUana, baa been re- 
duced to leaa than half that number. 
The dty eonndl haa been dissolved, 
the mayor and aldermen being ar- 
rested and deported together with the 
most prominent citizens. 

The troops have been withdrawn 
from Trieste and the police are mak- 
ing no effort to prevent looting. The 
street cars have ceased running, the 
trolley wire and other copper fittings 
have been requisitioned for the army. 
The railroad between Trieste and 
Kabraslna has been cat. Food la lad- 
ing in the city. 

The German forces north of .Arras, 
began a violent attack along the Ab- 
lain-Souchez-Neuvllle front, bent upon 
regaining some of the ground they 
have lost there. Not only was this 
entire front assailed by artillery fire 
of an extremely hot charactei', but In- 
fantry attacks were made with great 
energy at numerous places. 

The bombardment and the frequent 
Infantry charges continued without in- 
terruption throughout the night. Day 
came, but It brought no cessation in 
the violence of the German onslaught. 

Fighting Is reported north of the 
Alsne. East of Tracy Le Mont, on 
the heights close by Uw Monlln-Sous-

Paris, Jnae 7.— L'Humanite, which 
has Its own means of obtaining newa 
from BAlin via Swltamiand, declarea 
that two thouaand peraona, moatly 
women, aaaembled ia front of the 
Relchataflr bufldlng oa Mar 29. in Ber- 
lin, and abonted for peace. They aot 
only proteated agalnat the war, bnt 
complained of the high eoat of food. 

The crowd finally waa diaperaed by 
mounted police, who diarged Into tta 
mldat. Several arreata were asade. 
The preaa waa forbidden to mention 
the Inddent.

Regards Submarine Question 
Uolnportant. 

WILSON POLISHES UP NOTE 



No Backward Step Will Be Taken — 
laaue Will Be Preaented In a Clear- 
er Light If Poaaibie by Prealdant 
Wilaon. 

Waatalngton. June 7. — ^That Beriia 
haa either lacked adequate reperta 
from the United Statea or elae haa 
oonipletely misread them, was the 
oondnaioa readied by many offldala 
here, finna pabllahed dlapatchea, .na- 
aertfaic that -the 0«inan anthoritlea 
and the pnbllc there no longer regard- 
ed the aalnurhM laaoe with the. Dnl- 
ted Statea aa one of aerloaa propor- 
tions. 

Reporta of a similar character have 
reached tbla country throng official 
channda and they are looked upon aa 
the moat discouraging feature ot the 
altuatlon. It la felt here that the 
proapecta of a aatlafketory reaponae 
by Oermany to tbe demands of the 
United Statea wlU not be bright untU 
the German government and the Ger- 
man people have come to a realiza- 
tion of the Intense feeling in this 
cotmtry and the determination of the 
prealdent to Insist on adequate safe- 
guard for the protection of Anteiloan 
Uvea on the high seas. 

Offldala who are familiar with the 
contents of the note predicted that It 
would be fully as popular with the 
people of the United States as the 
first communication. No backward 
step has been taken by the president- 
In fact, It Is more forceful. If anything, 
than the first note giving Germany to 
understand that this government will 
expect a prompt expression from her 
as to whether or not she intends to 
abide by the principles of internation- 
al law. If Germany fails to give such 
assurance only one course, in the opin- 
ion of most Washington ofBclals, will 
be open to this country, and that wUl 
be a severance of diplomatic relations. 

That the second note of President 
Wilson agreed on at the cabinet meet- 
ing on Friday, imparting to Germany 
a clearer understanding of the Arm 
stand of this government. Is tbe ex- 
pectation of officials here. 

This note. It Iss said authoritative- 
ly, will go forward to Berlin in a 
day or two. Some surpriae waa 
expressed by those doae to -the 
administration that It ahoald have 
been thought that the faUnre of the 
note to Oermahy Indicated the alight 
eat eliaase la policy. It waa aaaerted 
that audi ■nnaiaea were abaoliitoly 
wlthont fonndatlon. 

The note. It waa said, la atfll to re- 
ceive Ita flnal poliahing. This task 
the preddent la to perform himself. 
Saturday, upon the advice of his phy- 
sician, he spent In the open air, ex- 
ercising and motoring, while Sunday 
he occupied himself in much the same 
way, conforming to his practice of do- 
inK no work on Sunday, it was said 
that the president looks forward with \ 
confidence to taking up the task of 
making the slight necessary modlBca- 
tlons in the note today, and diapoalng | 
of it In a very short time. 

The German embassy has been of 
flcially closed, most of the staff and 
clerical force having gone to the sum- 
mer embassy which has establishe<i 
this year at Cedarhurst, L. I. Count 
von Bernstorff, the German ambassi- 
dor, is still in the city, however, nn i 
will remain here Indefinitely pend<rg 
the ootoome of tbe present altnatlon.

VILLA WOULD TALK 
PEACE TO CAMUNZA 

U. S. Ma Fur Pim Hm 



.Waahliigton, June 7. — ^In official 
quartera information reedved here in- 
diootee that negotlatSona may aooa be 
inatttoted betwera Canraaaa aad Vil- 
la looklnc to the reatoratioa of order 
ia the repnhlio of Mexico. 

That VUla la wllllag to meet Car- 
ranaa with a view to eompoaing their 
differences has been confirmed here. 

Just what reply Carranza will make 
to Villa is a matter of lively specula- 
tion in Washington. Officials hero 
have felt for weeks that Villa was 
rapidly losing ground, and that his 
end as an influential factor in the sit- 
uation was Imminent. Whether Car- 
ranza will be disposed at this late 
day to deal with Villa, as suggested, 
in the president's statement, is not 
known here, not even by Carranza 
representatives. They declined to 
make any comment on the communi- 
cation to Vera Cruz or to apeculate 
on the probable reply. 

Ilizio Arrondendo, the Carranza 
agent fn this city, admitted that he 
received a suggestion from friends of 
General Villa to outline some basis on 
which the two factions might meet In 
council. Mr. Arrendo forwarded this 
note to Carranza at Vera Cruz. 

Villa's apparent willingniess to talk 
peace with his antagonist confirms 
the statement made early in the week 
by friends of Villa, that he would ac- 
cept in prindple Preddent Wilaon'a 
suggestion that Mexloo'a tronblea be 
adjusted by other than armed force. 

It la the general expectation here 
that nnleaa there la evidence of iteaee 
in Mexico by July 1. preparatlona will 
be made for more radical

Atlanta. Oa., June 7. — Solldtor (3ea- 
oral Dorsey will appear before 

(governor Slaton, when the petition 
for commutation of I^eo M. Prank 
comes up for heariiiu', in order to en- 
ter protest against uii> i.li;iiiKe lu the 
verdict of the jury. 

This became known when it was 
learned that Governor Sluton had 
written a letter to the solicitor, in 
wbich he had granted permission to 
the solicitor to appear before him in 
the event the Frank caao <omea b» 
fore him for action. 

Solu itor Oorsey has In the past few 
weeks r»-ceived thousands of letters 
protesting against any interference 
with the decision of the judge and 
jury, and has many petitions which. 
It is understood, he will present to 
the governor. 

It is also reported that other at- 
tacks will be made on some of the 
evidence introduced by the iHjtition- 
ers at the hearing before the prison 
commission. It Is understood that 
the solicitor has, through bis detec- 
tives, Investigated closely the letter 
written by Judge Roan, on Ilia death 
bed. In which he emiihasized his doubt 
of the guilt of Frank, which he stated 
when be denied the petition for a 
new tiiaL 

It is generally believed that the pri- 
son commission will make its recom- 
mendation to the governor known 
some time today. It is generally un- 
derstood that this recommendation 
will be favorable, owing to the splen- 
did ahowins made by the prisoner'a 
repreeentatlvea.

There should be no doubt where a 
paper stands on any important politi- 
cal, social or commercial question and 
for tbia reason we have not hesitated to 
state our position on the questions as 
they arise. On the liquor question, 
whether the pcDplo at largo may view 
it as social or political, we stand; 

First : For National Prohibition. 

Second : For State Prohibition. 

Third: For Local Option with the 
units in the following order (a) Districts 
(b) Counties (c) Precincts. 

National prohibition can be secured 
by the passage of laws repealing the 
liquor license laws and providing pen- 
alties for the manufacture or sale of 
liquor. 

State prohibition can be secured by 
the passage of laws repealing the liquor 
license laws and providing penalties for 
the manufacture or sale of liquor. 

On the question of local option, the 
constitution guarantees "To Districts" 
tlie riglit to vote on tlie question. 
There are no words limiting the district 
to magisteral district but the word is 
used in its fullest and most comprehen- 
sive sense and embraces any territorial 
division of both state and county. 

There is much discussion of the ques- 
tion of an ameadmet to the constitution 
to allow the people to vote on the ques- 
tion for the entire state. No such a- 
mendment is neicssary. Tlic oontitu- 
tion leaves to the legislature the right 
to repeal all license laws. Local option 
was intended to premit the people of a 
territory less than the whole state to 
have the privilege of voting on ques- 
tions as to whether or not the license 
lawa should be suspended in the territ- 
ory voting thereon. It was never in- 
tended to give such territory the right 
to determine wether or not liquors 
should be sold therein contrary to the 
will of the state. The whole question 
of regulating the sale of liquors for the 
entire state was left to the legislature. 

It can constitutionally repeal all li- 
qiior license laws and provide laws pro- 
hibiting the sale of liquor. 

In this view of the question, it is im- 
portant that the candidates declare for 
what they stand. One who is unwilling 
to so declare can be counted on as a 
milksop who has no opinion on any 
question and who can not be depended 
upon in case of emergency. Make the 
candidates speak out in meetings and 
say for what they ■Jtaml.

The time honored question of taxar 
tion is being worked for all that it is 
worth in this eleetion and tlie Ii(|uor in- 
terests are urging that there must nec- 
essarily be an increase of taxes to sup- 
ply the place of revenues paid by the 
distilleries and barrooms.

"If it is true that Jurlge Benton has 
reduced the expenses of the Circuit 
Court in this district to such an eoor 
mous extent'Sinoe he has been in office, 
it migbl be true that with another new 
man on the bench, that these expenses 
might be «till further reduced. The ex 
penses of criminal prosecutions consists 
in the payment of witnesses, of jurors 
and such incidental expenses attached 
to keeping the conrUioaw.open for bus! 
ness. 

The Settle and Seweil Cases. 

"It probably may have been the pur- 
pose of J udge Benton to save nonoy foi 
the Commonwealth when George Settle, 
of Madison eonnty, indioted on a charge 
of violating the age of conssnt law, cOn- 
vicled twice by juries of Madison coun 
ty, in each case sentenced to the peni 
leotiary for ten years, that Judge Ben 
ton look a mo'ion for a new trial under 
advisement and released him on his own 
recognizance. That motion is still pend- 
ing and so far as I know has never been 
passed on by the court and this oonvici 
ed felon is now running at large, has 
virtually received a pardon from the 
Circuit Judge. 

"I might refer to many other similar 
cases, as for instance Jack Sewell, who 
was convicted of the crime of incest and 
who never went to the Stale prison. By 
what ntfethod of Jugzling the Oonrt or- 
ders, this man is free,! an not Informed 

''I noliee that Judge Beaton in bis 
'message' • places the respoosibility of 
filing away indictmehts on your very 
efficient Commonwealth's Aiiorney, but 
arrogates to himself the credit for pro 
secutions of others whose cases have at- 
tracted atieniion in the newspapers. 

No Eac ap ti oa s to .SsIIIsmismH. 

"In the five and oue-lialf years during 
which 1 have been County Judee I have 
not had a single exception tiled against 



perhaps one, and that exception did not 
involve the matter of fees and my reeol 
leetion is it was settled 'before it came 
to trial. No question of violating the 
law, or robberv or stealin.: is involved 
in this matter. It is purely a question 
of opinion on the pari of the court as to 
what reesshoul.l be and if any appeal 
had been taken to the Circuit Court and 
Judge Benton bad differed with me as 
to the amount of fees allowed, then no 
suggestion as to the violation of the law 
or ateallng or robbing would have been 
made, that is, previous to the lime I be- 
came a candidate for Circuit Judge. 

"Judge Benton had the sameoppoitu 
niiy lo know the character of setllemeni 
made before me and the amount of fees 
charged before I became a candidate for 
Circuit Judge that he has since. If he 
really believes that I have ever violated 
the law or robbed anybody or stolen any- 
thing, it was oertainly just as much bis 
duty as the vigorous puijlic prosecutor 
which he says he is, to h:ive this mat- 
ter investigated by the i;raiid jury be- 
fore he became a candidate for Circuit 
J udge, as it is now lo bring it up, siacr 
I have been a candidate. I have no doub 
that he oan yet find somebody whom he 
can induce to employ him as their at 
tomey, to even now take nijpoals to his 
own court and there decide these ques- 
tions in any way he thinks best to do me 
the most barm. 

lastnielioas on City Primary. , 

"There is another matter which 1 
probably ought not lo refer to as il is a 
matter between Judge Benton and his 
own conscience. The record shows how 
he abandoned the fight for clean elec 
lions in 1913 in this county when he ac- 
cepted Mr. D. B. Hampton's terms and 
compromised the dignity of his court. 
I read in a paper what puriv)ried to be 
his instructions to the April cr.iml jurv 
here, in substance that a'ihi)Ui.'h ho whs 
reliably informed thai money was used 
in the Winchester qiiy primary of this 
year, il a' it was not a violaiiou of the 
law to buy votes in a City primary, as it 
was not held under the statute. Sec- 
lion 1350 Kentucky SUtutes reads: 
'Hereafter all candidates for elective 
oftices to be voted for at any general 
election shall be nominated by a primary 
election held in accordance with the 
provisions of this act, except school 
trustees, etc." My friends is Winchester 
the home of the pioneer in the fight for 
clean elections, the place where this 
fight has been won single handed and 
alone by that valorous pioneer, to be the 
only place in Kentucky it has come to 
pass that it is not against the law to buy 
votes? 

"Judge Benion slated in his message: 
'Judge Shackelford and I have already 
subscribed and sworn to this oath: I 
will not knowingly violate any election 
law or any law defining or relating to 
corrupt and fraudulent practice in cam- 
paigns or elections in this State." Thai 
statement is a pan of the declaration 
which every candidate is required to 
sign before he can get his name on the 
ballot. Slime people seem lo have got- 
ten ihe idea that it wa* a private agree- 
ment between me and Judge Benion. I 
have made no agreement of any Icind 
with Judge Benton. I don't have to be 
lied op in any agreement not to violate 
the law." 

Judge Shackelford was accompanied 
to Winchester by numerous friends from 
here and they all say that the Judge 
made a fine impression and many votes 
by his forceful speech. 

Stanley Speaks To Oowded 
House. 

Monday afternoon A. O. Stanley spoke ] 
at the court house in this city in the in 
leresls of his candidacy for Governor of 
Kentucky. He spoke along his well 
known whisky lines and made the f eble 
argument that Democracy stood for 
k>cal self government but took .good care 
not lo attempt to define what wax in 
eluded in the words Local Self Gover 
ment. He urged a united democracy 
and intimated that unless they united 
on him that Kentucky would have » 
republican governor, lie waxed w-irm 
in defence of the county unit as a dem 
ooratic principle but failed to explain 
why be and his ooho.-is had fought it 
tooth and toe nail for many years. He 
declared that it was in the democratic 
platform but failed to enlighten his 
auditors on the fact that a new charter 
of demooraoy will be adopted this vear.

The Lames Recital 

A good si^ed audience attended the 
Lecture recital given by Henry Eames, 
of Chicago, and incidentally heard the 
most beautiful instrument in this sec 
tion, the new Cblokering Ooncert Grand 
piano. It was the general judgment that 
Mr. ICames as an interpreter of music 
has few peers. The lecture part of his 
program was instructive and enliglien- 
ing as well as entertaining, but il was 
bis playing which most captivated his 
audience. His phrasing was intelligent 
and masierftti, taohnic faultless. He 
had remarkable- control and an ease of 
playing which was refreshing to bis 
hearers. Unlike many of ihe great pi- 
anists he was entirely free from eccen- 
tric mannerisms but played with diirni 
ty even in his most florid passages. 11 is 
pedal effects were truly surprising, es- 
pecially in the diminuendo passages of 
ihe Chopin Funeral March and the 
Beethoven Sonata in C Sharp Minor. 
Several persons in the andienee com- 
mented on the similarity of his playing 
witb that of Paderewski. It is quite 
evident I hat Mr. Eames understands 
the moods and tone-thoughts of the 
mastere. for his playing is peonliarly 
spiritual and soulful. 

The Chioliering eooeert grand raspon 
ded to his playing in a wonderfnl way. 
Its tone war always pure and sweet, and 
even when its tremendous power 
was brought out by the performer there 
was an undisturbed clarity of tone. 
Throughout its registers there was an 
evenness and unity of timbre. In most 
pianos there is a comparative woodeness 
in the upper register, but this Cbioker- 
ing is remarkably resonant throughout, 
and ezeels in its singing quality. 

The beautiful symmetry of construc- 
tion of the case was restful to the eye. 
Il is built along severely classical lines 
and richly finished in very dark mahog- 
ony. Richmond may well be proud lo 
be the possessor of this wonderfully 
beautiful instrument.

girat bles8c?dness. Nath.an said to Da- 
vid, "The Lord bath put away thy sin; 
* • • howbcit by this deed thou hast 
given great occasion to the enemies of 
the Lord to blaspheme" (11 Sam. xll. 
13, I'll, and they have been blasphem- 
ing ever since. There is forgiveness 
for the Klnuer, but It is an awful thing 
to be a stumbling block in the way of 
othei-s. It is l>eautiful to rend of such 
a sinner as David as "the anointed of 
the God of Jacob and the sweet psalm- 
ist of Israel." The title. "Gotl of Ja- 
cob," is to ine a most wonderful uame 
and gives me great encouragement. 

As to the psalms of David, see how 
he gives God all the glory, "The Spirit 
of the Lord spake bj- me, and His 
word was in my tongue" (II Sam. xxlil, 
1, 2). There cau be no doubt that the 
Lord wrote through him all the psalms 
attributed to him and many of the 
others. Our Lord Jesus spoUe of him 
as writing the Cue Hundre^l ;iiid 'J'outh 
(Matt. xxli. 41-451. The uposUcs spoke 
of him as the autlior of the Si.vti-outh, 
the Second and others (.Vets II, :J0. 31; 
It, 25, 20; xiii. 32-37). Paul refers to 
our present lesson as coming through 
David in Uom. Iv, 5-8. This is the 
second p.^alm beginniug with the word 
"blessed," and It is a plural word 
meauing literally "Oh, the blessings." 
Spurgeon says that it moans douMo 
joys, bundles of hap|)lno.ss, mountai: 
of delight. There can bo no real bless- 
edness tin we know our sins forgiven, 
and the gosiiel that does not proclaim 
the forgiveness of sins Is not the gos- 
pel of God, for that gospel says, 
"Through this man Is preached unto 
you the forgiveness of sins, and by 
Him all that believe are justified from 
all things" (Acts xiil, 38,39; Uom. ill,24). 

In verses 1, 2, 5, there are four dif- 
ferent worils used concerning our guilt 
—transgression, sin. Iniquity, guile — and 
Dr. Adam Clarke says that the first 
means i>assing a boundary or doing 
what is forbidden; the second means 
missing a mark or not doing what is 
commanded; the third means what is 
morally wrong, contrary to equity; the 
fourth BlgulQes fraud or deceit. To re- 
move these evils three acts are men- 
tioned—forgiving, covering, not imput- 
ing. All are fully accomplished for us 
by the one great sacrifice on Calvary, 
and the benefits become ours when 
with true pentitence we turn to Him. 
We may actually have the foi^veness 
and be without the Joy because we do 
not rest on the assurance of His in- 
fallible word, for Joy and peace come 
only by bellevtng (Rom. xv, 13). If we 
do not acknowledge our sin and seek 
to coT«r oar InlQulty we win be In as 
bad a case as was David (verses S4Si. 
but If -we confess onr sins He Is fkltb- 
ful .and Just to tor^ye tm onr sins and 
to cleanse us from all nnrlghteotianess 
(I Jolm I. 9i. The rtdies of His grace 
in this vMm are so c «c eed ingl y ahon- 
dant ttat the IttUe we can call atten- 
tion to seems so poor we can only ptay 
that Oe reader may by the Spirik see 
tb» ocean of fnllneas that Is here.

In most 
pianos there is a comparative woodeness 
in the upper register, but tliis Chicker- 
ing is remarkably resonant ihroughout, 
and excels in ils singing ijualiiy. 

The beautiful symmetry of construe 
tion of the case was restful to tbe eye. 
It is bailt along severely classical lines 
and richly finished in very dark mahog- 
ony. Richmond may well be proud to 
bs the possessor of this \ronderfuliy 
t>eauiiful instrument.

Vsrae, B G o l de n Tex^ Pa. xxxii, 1. 
CoinmeRtary P repa r ed by Rev. O. M. 
Steams. 

It Is certainly restful and most re- 
freshing to turn from tbe record of sin, 
as in tbe last lesson, to this record of 
Bin forgiven and to beer the Spirit of 
the Lord tbrooglt Oevid- tdl of this 
great bleaaedneaa. Natbaa ealA to Da- 
vid. "Tbe Lord faatb put away thy aln; 
• • • bowbdr'tay tbla deed tboa liaat 
gtven greet occaakm to tbe epenriea of 
tbe Lord to Maspbeeae" <n Sam. xU. 
IS. 14). and tbey bave been Maaphem- 
Ing ever bUmmu nereja forgiveness 
flor tbe sinner, but It la an awftol thing 
to be a atambUng block In tbe way of 
otbera It la liaaatlfal to read of aucb 
a ainner as Darld aa "tba andnted of 
tbe God of Jacob and the sweet psalm- 
ist of laraeL" Tbe title. "God of Ja- 
cob^" la to me a most wonderful name 
and glvea me great encouragement. 

As to the peslms of David, aee how 
be glvea Ood all tbe ^ory, mie 8|drtt 
of tbe Lord spake by me. and HIa 
word was In my tongne" (II Sam. xxill. 
1. 2). There can be no doubt that the 
Lord wrote through him all the psalms 
attributed to blni and many of tbe 
others. Onr Lord Jesus t;poke of him 
as writing the One Hundred nnd Tenth 
(Matt. xxli. 4.1-io}. Tbe apostles spoke 
of blm as the author of tbe Sixteenth, 
tbe Second nnd others (Acts II, 30, 31; 
Iv, 25, 20; xiU. 32-37). Paul refers to 
our present lesson as coming through 
David lu Kom. Iv, 5-a This Is tbe 
second psalm beginning with the word 
"bleaaed." and it is a plural word 
meaning literally "Ob, tbe blessings." 
Spurgeon says that it means double 
Joys, bundles of happiness, mountains 
of delight. There can be no real bless- 
edness tin we know our sins forgiren. 
and tbe gospel that does not proclaim 
tbe forgiveness of sins is not tbe gos- 
pel of God. for that goepel says. 
"Throngb this man Is preached imto 
you tbe forgiveness of sins, and by 
Him all that believe are Justified from 
all things" (Acts xUl,38,39; Horn. ill. 24). 

In verses 1, 2, 5, there are four dif- 
ferent words used concerning our guilt 
—transgression, sin. Iniquity, guile— and 
Dr. Adam Clarke says that the first 
means passing a boundary or doing 
what Is forbidden; the second means 
missing a mark or not doing what is 
commanded; tbe third means what is 
morally wrong, contrary to equity; tbe 
fourth signifies fraud or deceit To re- 
move these evils three ads arc lucn- 
tloned— forgiving, covering, not imput- 
ing. All are fnlly accomplished fur us 
by tbe one great aacriflee on Calvary, 
and tbe benefits become ours when 
with tme pcntltence we turn to Illm. 
We may actually have the forgiveness 
and be without tbe Joy because we do 
not rest on tbe assurance of Ills in- 
fallible word, for Joy and peace come 
only by believing (Item, xv, 13). If we 
do not acknowle<lpe our sin iind seek 
to cover our iniiiuit.v we will be In as 
bad a case as was L)a^ id (verses 3-5), 
but if we confess our sins lie Is faith- 
ful and Just to forgive us our sins and 
to cleanse us from all unrighteousness 
(I John 1. 9). The riches of Ills grace 
in this psalm are so exceedingly abun- 
dant that the Utile we can call atten- 
tion to seems so poor we can only pray 
that tbe reader may by the Spirit see 
tbe ocean of fullness that is here. Eph. 
l, G, 7, are very precious words to me, 
beginning niul ending witli grace and 
including acceptance, redemption and 
forgiveness. The truly podly can never 
perisli. but they may waniler nnd need 
restoititloii (verse 0; 11, 12; John x. 28). 

liow rich Is verse 7. my biding place, 
our life bid with Christ in God. in God 
and in Christ! (Col. ill. 3; I Tbess. I. 1; 
II Cor. xli. 2.) My strong habitation, 
my dwelling place (I's. Ixxl, 3; xc, D— 
how absolutely safe, preserved from 
trouble, for, though we must have trll)- 
ulatlon. we need not lie troubled, and 
no real evil can befall us (John xvl, 33; 
xlv, 1). Ho may lot us go to the fur- 
nace or the lions" den. but we shall 
come out without any harm whatever. 
There will be songs of delivcrauco, for 
God Is unto us n God of deliverances 
(Ps. Ixvili. 20, n. v.). The word "se- 
lah." used only In the Psalms nnd In 
Hab. Hi, always suggests that we pause 
nnd meditate. Its use here In verses 
4, 5, 7, Is most suggestive. When there 
Is no pence consider why; when for- 
given consider how great His grace, 
and always meditate upon mm aa oar 
refuge. 

Inasmuch as "it Is not In man that 
walketh to direct his steps" (Jer. x, 23), 
It becomes us ever to seek from the 
Lord our God. with all sincerity, the 
way wherein we may walk nnd the 
thing that we may do (Jer. xUi. 3; Ps. 
cxUll, 8). In verso 8 of our lesson and 
In Isa. XXX, 21; Ex. xxill, 20, we bave 
tbe assunince of sure guidance If only 
we are meek enough to be guided (Ps. 
.\xv, '.»!. There are horses which can 
be guided by the faintest whisper, and 
there are mules w liicli sometimes seem 
more Intelligent than their drivers, but 
those referred to in verse 9 are without 
understanding, and there are many 
such both among horses, mules and 
men. All such will find sorrows enough 
iverse 10), but to tbe trustful and obe- 
dient it will be always mercy, nnd verse 
10, with xxxili. 1. may be their con- 
stant ex|»erlence. \"\ hen we consider 
ihe Lord and Ills grace and His glory 
there is always abundant cause for the 
upright In heart to be tfad and njoice 
and shout for Joy.

IF "Vb» Uttt« Corporal" liad been 
an admiral Instead of the world's 
most famous general he would 
have probobly applied the follow- 
ing fundamental trutb to tbe soldiers 
of tbe sea wben be sold tbat "an army 
travels on its belly," for, wbetber on 
land or sea, bodily fuel la IndiqMnsa- 
ble. 

If you bave ever bad tbe good for- 
tune to witness a company of Uncle 
Sam's sailors on parade ydn bave un- 
doubtedly felt a wave of admiration 
and pride surge over yon at tbe slgbt 
of ao magnificent a body of men, ex- 
bibitlng bealtb and strengtb in every 
line. And you bave perliaps pondered 
tbe causes that combine to produce 
Bueh stalwart specimens of manhood, 
for In no nation in tbe world is there 
a finer, stronger, healthier body of men 
than those who man the Jghtlng ships 
of tbe United States navy. 

One of the most important factors 
contributing to aclileve this physical 
perfection in tbe naval personnel is the 
fbod— tbe "ration," as tbe three meals 
a day are termed. It is upon tbe foun- 
dation of food hygiene tliat tbe other 
health giving fbctora in our man-o'- 
war's men's dally routine find a per- 
fect base on which to build. 

The ration comp<ments are fixed by 
law, which specifically states what ar- 
ticles of food and bow much of each 
shall be served to tbe enlisted person- 
nel dally. Thus the task is set to pro- 
cure the different items of food and 
see that they are prepared In a manner 
calculated to malce them most attrac- 
tive and nutritious. 

Marketing for the navy has been 
evolved Into a most elaborate and sci- 
entific system, and when it is consider- 
ed that the navy market basket must 
provide for over 50.000 men every day 
It is apparent that the task is no small 
one. Like the wise, discriminating 
housewife, the Kovernment demands 
and gets always the liest In quality and 
purity in every article of food that is 
purchased for the men. Take, for ex- 
ami^le, from among the innumerable 
items comprising the ration, the prin- 
cipal item. meat. This <jiie item is pur- 
chased in urciit (luantitlos, from 500,- 
000 to 1,000.0<H) pounds bcin>; not In- 
frequently i)urchased a^ one time. This 
meat, including several kinds, such as 
beef, pork, veal, fowl, etc.. Is pur- 
chased after advertising for liids whicli 
must be based on carefully prepared 
Bpecltleatlons that will admit of only 
the best products the marl.ets of the 
world afford being accepted. When 
the contract has been consummated 
«nd deliveries commence, expert in- 
spectors are detailed to sec that the 
imallrst detail of tbe speclflcatlons as 
\i quality, purity, etc.. is rigidly com-

Let us visit one of tbe Mg gray 
Dreadnangbts and see bow the men 
fare at mealtime, starting with tbe 
morning meal at "seven bellB." Prompt- 
ly on tbe minute all bands are piped 
below, and In orderly procession they 
eagwljr take their allotted places In the 
dUfermt gun rooms, which at mealtlnie 
are converted into dining rooms. Aa 
we take our places wltll tbe mot tbls 
Is what Is set before us: 

Breakfast. — Fried I>acon, scrambled esgs, 
oatmeal and mltk, bread, butter and cof- 
fee. 

Dinner.— Roast chicken with bread dreas- 
Ing:, mashed potatoes, atewed peas, cran* 
berry sauca, mince pte^ bread, batter and 

coffee. 

Supper.— Salaioa with onions, potato 
salad with mayonnaise dressing, oom frlt- 
tais. brsad, butter, coffee and caka. 

Tbe meals above deeerlbed were ac- 
tually served on board tbe United 
States bettlfiBblp Wyoming and repre- 
s^t In quality and Tazlety tbe average 
dally ration aboaid sblp.

piled with, and not one iKiund is ac- 
cepted until these government i \i)erts 
have assured tlieiusolves of entire com- 
pliance in every risi>uct with the letter 
of the specitic atiuiis unil l ontnict. 

The same elaborate system of speci- 
fications and inspeotious wli.cli governs 
the purchase ami di-livery . i this one 
item of the navy lui iiu is just as as- 
siduously and sciciuilk lly api)lied to 
every other Individual comi)uneiit of 
the ration, including biitter, t ^rgs and 
spuds (Irish potatoes) down to . auued 
tomatoes. Tbe religious degree of ad- 
herence to the prescribed speciiii atinns 
fbr each and every item purchased can 
perhaps liest be illustrated by reciting 
that in one delivery of about 8,000 
dozen eggs, ordered under navy con- 
tract, 33 per cent of them were reject- 
ed as not conforming strictly to the re- 
quired standard for fresh eggs. The 
specifications jTor tbe different items of 
freslr and dry provisions are interpret- 
ed very literally, and cold storage eggs, 
like oleomargarine, never find their 
way to tbe enlisted man's table. 

Kor does food Inspection cease at 
this point, for tbe naval instructions 
require tbat upon delivery aboard ship 
"a medical officer shall inspect as to 
quality all fresb food purchased for the 
general mess," and thus tbe wisdom of 
the following excerpt from tbe naval 
instructions Is apparrat: 

"Orders for tbe fresb provisions to 
be taken on board preparatory to leav- 
ing port sbaU always call for delivery 
sufficiently In advance of the time set 
for sailing to make It entirely practica- 
ble to aecnre satisfactory provisions In 
replacement in the event tbat the deliv- 
ery made by any contractor should 
prove on Inspection to be not entirely 
up to speclflcatlons in every respect" 

And so It is tbat wboi tbe navy's 
market basket Is filled its contents are 
sncb aa woold make the eye of a pure 
food expat q;>aAle with pleasure. 

Tbe same degree of care and system 
which Is bestowed in filling tbe larder 
applies eqoally In tbe preparation of 
tbe food for tbe sailors' table. This 
work fs delegated to a corps of skilled, 
efficient cooks and bakers, whose culi- 
nary ability and versatility make 
mealtime aboard sblp sncb a welcome 
occaskm. And these men know their 
art ymBi, tar tbey'are glvm a very 
comprehensive course of study and 
practical work in these brandies of do- 
mestic science at the training otatbm 
at Newport or San Francisco before 
they qualify for tbe rating of their vo- 
cation on board ship, where, under tbe 
direction of a commissioned officer of 
I the Pay Corps, they bake bread and 
I pies and concoct all manner of tempt- 
j ing dishes which any good housewife 
would be proud to acknowledge as her 
•wn product, with tbe resolt that the 



dishes, which the men i)as3 around and 
help themselves from. In the same reta- 

I 

tive manner as (he family table at j 
home 1b adminLstercd. and every one Is 
sure of getting just as much of every- 1 
thing as he wants. 

The daily bill of fare is by no means 
stereotyped/' for It varies every day 
and is never tbe same this week as It 
was the week before. 

In contrast with the present day gcn- 
eral'mess aboard ship it is interesting 
to look back and see bow a hui^ilred 
years ago our sailors lived In tbls re- 
spect. In those d.iys the men did not 
have tables upon which to eat, but 
spread a "mess cl<»th"' u|ion the deck 
in their resiiective gun rooms and 
squatted ou the floor around tbe fes- 
tive doth. The ration then, as now, 
was governed by law, which specified 
exactly what articles and how much 
of each would be issued to tbe men 
dail.v, and the following extract from 
the law approved March 27, 1794, Is 
herewith quoted to show bow frugal 
was the sailor's menu in those days: 

Sunday. — One pound of bread, one and 
one-half founds of beef, half pint of rice. 

Mondny.— One pound of bread, one 
pound (,t pork, half pint of peas or beans, 
four ounces of cheese. 

Tuesday.— One and one-liaff pounds of 
beef, one pound of potatoes or turnips and 
puddinK. 

Wednesday.— Two fiances of butter or In 
lieu thereof six ounces uf molasses, four 
otirces of cheese and half pint of rice. 

Thursday.— One pound of pork, halt pint 
of peas or beans. 

Friday.— One pound of salt flsb, two 
ounces of butter or one stll of oil and 
one pound of potntoes. 

Saturday.— Gnu )>ound of pork, half pint 
of peaa or beans and tour ounces of 
cheese, and there shall be allowed one- 
half pint of distilled spirits par day or 

In lieu thereof one quart ot bear per day 

to each ration. 

The last item is interesting In tbe 
light of present day regulations, which 
strictly prohibit liquor in tbe navy for 
drinking puriNMes. There were no fa- 
(ilities for refrigeration aboard ships 
in those days, and consequently fresh 
provisions were a luxury. Iccmak- 1 
ing machines were then unheard of, 
anil It would luive taxed .Vl.iddijrs 
magic lamp to the utmost to produce 
a drink of Ice wator on one of tbose 

fresh provisions on l>oard Individual 
shii)s of the fleet gives out there is a 
supply sldi> standing by with a ready 
cargo of all kinds of fresli products- 
fresh eg2;s. meats, vegetables, etc.— to 
replenish every ship that nwds Uiem. 

So wi'il develoiied is the navy's sys 
tern of lleet supiily that <in the memo- 
rable trip of the Atl.antic Heet of six 
teen liattleshli)s arounil the world In 
1008 anii)le supi)Iies of fresh provision^* 
for all hands were always provided. 
From this it will be seen that whatever 

service conditions are the men are al- 
ways sure of getting as good fare as if 
they were at their own home tables. 
There is no occasion to bave recourse 
to dehydrated products or food substi- 
tutes of any kind In Ilea of tbe real 
thing. The navy department's attitude 
on the question of subsistence fbr tbe 
CTlisted personnd with regard to the 
acceptance of food snlMtitutes, such as 
dehydrated potatoes, oleomargarine, 
etc., Is best made clear by quoting an 
excerpt ftvm. an Intraboreoa order 



Aoeqnate and satisfactory subsistence 
Is tbe f^ry foundation not only of real 
tfttkfttartlmt or d IsripUne Itself. There 
Is w> tibas of i)urcluises for the naval 
service that needs to be more constant- 
ly watched than provisions, our men 
b^ng no *pol«on squad,' bat American 
dtizeqs. for whom we stand in the re- 
hition of .tmsteem *> f sr as relates to 
the question of food.'' 

It is of timely Interest to mention 
that act many weeks npro the mother 
of one of the Itlucj ickets wrote a let- 
ter to' the Navy Department in which 
she complained that her boy was too 
well fed on Iwrnrd ship, for wlien he 
came home on a visit her table, which 
was always well maintained, did not 
suit him any more. 

It Is of common knowledge that 
cleanliness is o ^nrdinal virtue through- 
out the navy, and this fact deeply Im- 
presses Itself on one after a visit to 
the galley and bakery of a Pread- 
nangbt. Scrupulously cU nn and bright 
are thiey always to be found. 

The tiled floors of the galley and 
bakery are scrublied many times each 
day, the big brass cofTee urns and broil- 
ing pots are cleaned inside and out 
daQy. and all cooking titi nslls are giv- 
en freqnent daily baths In scalding 
water, nor Is this dally routine of 
cleanliness ever sklmiied. because of 
flcial inspections are freqnent and at 
unexpected times, so tbat there is every 
incentive for those In charge of these 
places to maintain with unvarying ex- 
actitude a degree of cleanliness which 
oonUI not be in fisot exceeded by the 
mayor Sponesatown himself. 

"Doing the dtehes." which Is so un- 
Invltlng a task In the average home. 
Is no took at all on board ship, for 
down in the scnllery there Is the most 
modem machinery fbr antomatleally 
washing and drying an of the mess 
gear, and It does the Job thoroughly 
andqqickly. 

And thus It Is sem that Uncle Sam 
admhilstera wisely and with generous 
band this phase of the saOor^ llfe^ No 
matter how well his home table was 
maintained, the bluejacket Is well con- 
tent and satisfied with his three square 
meals a day in the navy, and if you 
ask fatan bow he Ukes ttie navy cnlalne

Exhibits in Agricultural Palace at the 

Panama Pacific International Expo- 
sition Show Caterpillar Gaining 
Favor Over Lug-wheeler Tnw- 
tors in Farm Macninery. 

An observer In the Agriculture Pal- 
ace at the Panama-Pacific Interna- 
tional Exposition at San Francisco 
cannot help noticing, in the display of 
agricultural power machinery, the al- 
most complete supersedence of the 
new design of power tractor, known as 
the caterpillar, over the cumbersome, 
unstable, high-wheeled engine of a 
few years ago. There are few of the 
old models on exhibition, while the 
caterpiihir principle has been applied 
to alincst every type f>f englae tor ag- 
ricultural purposes. 

The caterpillar proper is a heavy 
sheet metal chain, varying in width 
from ten inches to two feet according 
to the weight of the engine, which 
passes around two heavy sprocket 
wheels like a belt. These wheels re- 
volving, pass tbe chain about them, 
the lower part moving backward, with 
the weight of the engine resting on 
tbe broad surface of the chain be- 
tween the two sprockets. 

An engine of this type .oaa be op- 
erated on ground soft "nWgh to nixe 
an ordinary farm yragon. 



Duplicate of the Roosevelt African 

Shotgun. 

A duplicate of the shotgun which 
Col. Theodore Roosevdt took with him 
on bis African trip, a gun constructed 
expressly for him by an American 
armorer, is on display at the manufac- 
turer's exhibit in the Manufacturer's 
Palace at the Panama-Pacific Interna- 
tional Expoeltlon, San Flancisco. The 
gun cost its Illustrious owner $360, 
and its beautiful design, graceful 
lines and wonderful inlay work would 
Justify the expenditure to any lover 
of fine pieces. The stock is elabo- 
rately hand carved, the barrels and 
lock are hand engraved, and the lock 
is inlaid with a htmtlng scene in gold. 
The Imrrels are of the finest Krupp 
steel. Before starting on the trip the 
ex-presldetat wrote to the makers: " I 
really think It Is the most beautiful 
gun I have ever seen. I am almost 
ashamed to take it to Africa and sub- 
ject it to the rough treatment it will 
receive." 

The left barrel is choked and the 
right open. It Is cored to shoot either 

buckshot or a single ball. 

In a group in this Palace are dis- 
plays by four of the world's greatest 
manufacturers of sporting arms, which 
form an exhibit which attracts hun- 
dreds of sportsmen. Each display Is 
In charge of a firearms' expert. 



Pearl Culture a New InduBtry. 

Among the interesting exhibtta of 
the Japanese in the Manufacturers' 

Palace at the Panama-Pacific Interna- 
tional Exposition Is a demonstration 
of the methods and results of pearl 
cultivation in the far East. The dis- 
plays of this cultivated product, show- 
ing hundreds of pearls which until 
pearl culture was placed on a com- 
mercial basis a few years ago would 
have been tbe possessions of royalty, 
will delight any lover of beautiful 
gems, and the methods of production 
will prove Interesting to any ob- 
server. Though pearl culture has be- 
come a thriving industry in Japan, at- 
tempts to reproduce It in other parts 
of the world have yielded but meager 
results. 

The successful method of propaga- 
tion was evolved by tbe Japanese sci- 
entist Kokichl Mlkimoto, who discov- 
ered a species of oyster which pro- 
duced the pearl on the surface of the 
shelL Though the finding of the oys- 
ters and Inserting the nuclei, then 
waiting for the pearl to grow to a 
commercial size may seem a simple 
process, the fact that It has not re- 
duced the price ot the gems, even to 
that of the most expensive imitations, 
shops that it is beset with many dilD- 
colttaiL

Some years ago. tbe question was 
asked: What U a coUege? The at- 
tempt to answer it shook the educa- 
tional world in America from center 
to circgmference. Another question is 
now heglnwlng to be asked: What is 
a chnrdt? Wlthoat undertaking to 
give a definition ot it, let me ask, in 
this initial paper, what the church 
is for? The New Testament reveals 
three distinct tasks to which it is 
oommitted. 

First, that ot evangelization. The 
church is divinely commissioned to 
reach for the lowest and the least 
man in the least land and offer him 
sonship to the Eternal God: offer him 
a divine power, which lUte blm out 
of the iMg and plaoea him npon the 
higAteet lev^ ot hnaiaB Ute, where 
God and the soul are in fellowship. 
This alOM were aa 'ir— prf^ 
ilesa. 

Teaching the Art ef LMng. 

The church Is commissioned also 
to teach and train those who are 
rich with Its evangelistic message. 
The term. Religious Education, has 
come to mean a specific thing in our 
country, namely, the training of tbe 
people in tbe local church In those 
deep matters which pertain to the 
an of living. I am not now spfulcing 
of the work of education in schools, 
colleges and universities, but the work 
of education at our dAors, In the con- 
gregation. Every agency In reach 
should be employed to the utmost in 
this Important mission. Indeed, tbe 
local church could be made a sort of 
university for all the people, in which 
the simple, practical arts and virtues 
of everyday life should be taught and 
enforced. Only recently has this 
special phase of the church's work re- 
ceived anything like adequate atten- 
tion. The New TeatMMOt word for 
it is Edification. 

School of Religion Needed. 

Of course, the Sonday School is the 
center tor all this work, altbongji the 
activltlee ot the church rinonld extend 
through the entire week and the Sun- 
day School should cease to he so 
named. It ■honM be called the Sdiool 
ot Relliton or the Chnrdi Sdiool or 
sonethins elae that Jndtoptea It to be 
an all-the-week acttvHy. During this 
time varloaa and eondry elabe, clasnee, 
mvaieal orsuilsatlaBa. cnltora eonreee, 
as well as distinctly religious meetings, 
should tie UM. Thlehiy aiBtltod neigh- 
borlioods.'aa we diall aee^ offw fine 
opportunities for the dev^pment of 
things splrMnaL 

The third task to which the church 
is committed is that of Cliristianlxing 
the social order; that of infnahig the 
spirit of Jesns into erery nook and 
comer of onr nfe. Nothing la Corelsn 
to the Interest of the church. 

Neighborly Love Essential. 

If religion pervades and colors the 
whole life then ours Is serious busi- 
ness, for it will let no corner of the 
world escape Its Influence. The sooner 
we learn that Christianity is not a 
thing to be practiced in a corner the 
better for the world. The question of 
the eighteenth century, touching Chris- 
tianity, was. Can it be made to square 
with the human reason? Of the nine- 
teenth. Can It be made to square with 
the results of scientific research 7 Of 
the twentieth. What can it do? We 
must learn to enforce not only love of 
God, whom we cannot see, but love to 
our neighbors, with whom we are living 
In constant contact. Neither without 
the other la Christianity whatever else 
it may be. Everything that interests 
his neighbors must interest him, if he 
Is a genuine follower of the Christ. 

It is the mission of the church — the 
rural as well as the city — to evange- 
lize the whole world, to train to the 
highest degree of efflclency those 
whom it evangelizes and to seek to 
make the spirit of Jesus the absolute 
rule In all human relations.
